Dear  Commissioner  Sargent: 

I  am  forwarding  herewith  for  your  information  the  Preliminary 
Survey  of  the  Relocation  Section  of  the  Right  of  Way  Bureau,  of 
that  section  of  the  Roxbury  district  of  Boston  which  will  be  affected 
by  the  Inner  Belt. 

Perhaps  no  section  of  the  Inner  Belt  will  raise  as  severe  a 
question  of  adequate  relocation  assistance  as  this.  It  represents 
the  hard  core  of  the  relocation  problem  in  Metropolitan  Boston. 

The  severity  of  a  problem,  however,  by  no  means  suggests  that 
it  is  insoluble.  What  is  needed  is  sufficient  advance  information  to 
allow  for  adequate  programming  to  alleviate,  so  far  as  possible,  the 
hardships  that  surround  any  relocation  of  such  magnitude  and  character. 

This  report  represents  the  second  Preliminary  Relocation  Study 
conducted  by  the  Department  of  Public  Works.  Preliminary  Studies  are 
now  part  of  the  new  program  of  the  Right  of  Way  Bureau's  Relocation 
Section.   In  this  regard,  we  have  been  working  in  close  cooperation 
with  the  Bureau  of  Public  Roads,  which  has  expressed  an  intense  interest 
in  the  Preliminary  Study  which  we  have  already  completed  for  Somerville 
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in  connection  with  Route  1-93.   It  is  my  hope  that  by  the  development 
of  such  studies,  the  Massachusetts  Department  of  Public  Works  can 
pioneer  a  strong  advance  in  the  area  of  relocation  assistance  connected 
with  the  Federal  Interstate  Highway  Program. 

In  conducting  this  Study,  it  has  been  necessary  to  view  the 
problem  from  the  perimeter,  as  common  sense  and  Bureau  policy  prohibit 
interviewing  in  the  area  to  be  impacted  until  such  time  as  the  design 
and  programming  have  reached  a  point  of  practical  implementation. 
Fortunately,  the  Relocation  Section  has  been  assisted  by  "internal" 
studies  made  by  other  agencies  and  Departments  of  State  and  Municipal 
Government. 

It  is  obvious  from  the  data  here  collected  that  a  critical  shortage 


of  housing  available  to  the  low  income,  racial  and  ethnic  groups^located 
in  this  section  exists  and  will  continue  to  exist.  It  therefore  will 


become  necessary  for  the  Department  to  expand  the  geographical  area  within 
which  the  search  must  be  made  to  locate  such  housing.   It  is  also  apparent 
that  public  housing  is  not  the  solution  as  the  experience  of  this  Bureau 
clearly  indicates  a  great  antipathy  on  the  part  of  low-income  families 
toward  relocation  in  public  housing  projects.  The  experience  of  Boston 
Redevelopment  Authority  and  the  Housing  for  the  Aged  programs  clearly 
indicate  that  older  citizens  generally  prefer  public  housing,  but  that 
younger  families  do  not. 

The  Department  of  Public  Works  should  avoid  at  all  costs  the  mistakes 


made  by  other  relocation  agencies  which  occur  when  people  from  an  impacted 
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area  are  moved  into  another  area  which  is  slated  for  a  further  taking 
either  by  the  taking  agency  or  b^  some  other  taking  agency* 

The  proper  preparation  of  this  section  of  the  Inner  Belt  will 
require  much  "social  engineering''  before  the  civil  engineering  can 
begin. 

The  Relocation  Section  has  been  directed  to  conduct  a  study  of 
job  opportunities  both  within  and  without  the  Metropolitan  Area,  and 
will  seek  the  cooperation  of  the  Division  of  Employment  Security  in 
this  regard.   In  like  manner,  preliminary  exploration  has  already  taken 
place  in  conjunction  with  the  Poverty  Program  of  the  National  Adminis- 
tration. Although  that  program  is  as  yet  embryonic,  it  would  appear  to 
be  a  vital  factor  in  this  particular  relocation  project. 

If  our  experience  means  anything,  we  can  assume  that  when  prelimi- 
nary interviewing  is  authorized,  we  will  be  able  to  narrow  the  relocation 
problem  down  to  a  clearly  defined  number  of  difficult  cases  requiring 
social  work  and  other  special  care  and  handling.  The  figures  in  this 
preliminary  report  give  some  idea  of  the  number  of  such  cases  that  are 
to  be  found  in  this  particular  section. 

Improper  relocation  programs  (for  the  most  part  conducted  by  other 
agencies  throughout  the  Commonwealth)  have  created  a  tarnished  public 
image  of  any  taking  agency.  The  West  End  Project  is  a  national  monument 


to  the  failure  of  Public  Works  programs  in  heavily  urban  areas  to 
recognize  the  socio-economic  factors  in  our  society.  More  than  3/4  of 
the  bills  dealing  with  public  works  which  have  been  filed  this  year  in 
the  Legislature  address  themselves  to  this  failure. 
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This  Department  has  an  enviable  record  in  the  area  of  relocation 
assistance. 

I  urge  your  serious  and  intensive  study  of  this  report.

In  the  field   of  land  taking  by  eminent  domain,   an 
Important  and  vital  problem  is   that  of  relocating  the 
persons   or  businesses  which  are  displaced  by  public  ac- 
tion of   this  kind.     Advance  planning  In  land   taking 
operations  will  allow  for  more  humane   treatment  In  regard 
to   the  relocation  of   those  affected.      The   great  accelera- 
tion of  the  Department's  Highway  Construction  programs 
have  greatly  expanded   the  problem  of  relocation.     The 
great  majority   of  families  displaced  are  In  low  Income, 
minority  groups.      It   Is   the  Department's,    If  not   the 
Community,    responsibility   to  Insure    that   these  persons 
do  not  relocate   In  sub-standard  housing.    ./  ^

It  Is  estimated  that  as  many  as  7,j;>00  families  would 
be  displaced  by  the  Boston  Inner  Belt  and  Its  connecting 
radlals.   Many  of  these  families  belong  to  minority  groups, 
have  a  high  crime  rate  In  the  area,  recipients  of  public 
aid,  elderly  persons  and  in  general,  people  who  are  In 
need  of  assistance  and  counseling. 

Relocation  activities  of  the  Department  of  Public 
Works  date  back  to  September  19,  1962,  at  which  date  the 
Department  first  engaged  In  the  development  of  a  program 
for  relocation  assistance. 
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(Continued)  As  the  program  schedule  of  Right  of  Way  acqui- 
sition has  developed,  more  and  more  activity  in  heavily 
urban  areas  has  been  forecast.   It  has  become  necessary, 
therefore,  to  up-date  and  expand  the  relocation  assistance 
rendered  by  the  Department. 

Because  of  the  increased  importance  of  relocation 
assistance,  a  relocation  section  of  the  Right  of  Way  Bureau 
has  been  organized  into  a  separate  entity  under  the  direc- 
tion of  a  Relocation  Supeinrisor,  who  reports  directly  to 
the  Director  of  Right  of  Way, 

A  Relocation  Assistance  Advisory  Committee,  consisting 
of  Joseph  P.  Courtney,  Esq.,  Research  Associate  Professor 
of  Government,  Boston  University  Area  Development  Center; 
Attorney  Lawrence  Sullivan,  Foley,  Hoag,  and  Elliot} 
Robert  DlGregorio,  Acting  Deputy  Commissioner,  Division 
of  Housing,  Department  of  Commerce  and  Development;  John 
Carney,  Acting  Deputy  Commissioner,  Division  of  Urban  Re- 
newal, Department  of  Commerce  and  Development;  James  J. 
Colarusso,  Urban  Development  Department,  United  Community 
Services;  Richard  G,  Ruber,  Professor  of  Law,  Boston  College 
Law  School;  Commissioner  of  Public  Welfare  Robert. P.  Ottj 
Charles  Llddell,  Executive  Director,  Federation  of  South 
End  Settlements,  has  been  formed  by  the  Department  for  the 
purpose  of  obtaining  a  broad  view  of  relocation  problems 
and  activities,  not  only  as  they  affect  this  Department,  but 
also  as  they  affect  all  other  taking  agencies  in  the  Common- 
wealth. 
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(continued)     Recognizing  that  the  Urban  Relocation  program 
is   of  necessity  a  multi-agency  problem,    the  Department  has 
been  following  closely   the   reports   of   the  Low  Income  Hous- 
ing Commission,    the  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority,    the 
Poverty  Program,   and   others.      In  addition,   much  attention 
has   recently  been  given  to   the  urban  planning  features, 
which  80  vitally  affect  mass    relocation.      Studies  have 
also  been  made   of  the  relocation  programs  and  performance 
of  other  States  and   of  some  foreign  countries,    notably 
Great  Britain. 

The  Department  has  discussed   the  problem  of  reloca- 
tion payments  with   the  Bureau   of  Public  Roads,    and  makes 
continuing  studies   of  Federal  legislation.     As  a  result 
of  this  activity,    the  Department  has   welcomed    the  coopera- 
tion of  the  Bureau   of  Public  Roads   in  developing  a   relaxa- 
tion of  the   Policy  and  Procedure  Memorandum  connected  with 
relocation  payments,    in  order  that  such  payments   can  be 
made  prior  to   the   time   the   relooatee  actually  leaves  his 
home. 

The  following  specific  procedures   are  now  utilized 
by   the  Department's  Relocation  Section: 

1«     A  preliminary  survey   to  establish  need   for  determining 
composition  of  projects,    areas,    as   regards  number  of 
tenants  and   owners,    average   rentals,    values   of  homes, 
sizes   of  families,    etc. 
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(continued ) 

2.  The  Department  developes  material  for  locating  new 
homes   from  newspaper  ads,    realty  boards,    landloi?dfl, 
builders,    and  a  close  woriclng  liaison  with  local   re- 
development agencies,  housing  authority  and  welfare 
agencies. 

3,  The  Department  has   requested   the  Mayors    or  Town 
Managers    to  establish  a  local   committee  which  will 
cooperate  with  the  Department's   Relocation  Section 
to  aid   In   relocating  persons  displaced  by  highway 
taking. 

Ij.,      !Ihe  Department's   Belocatlon  Section  has   relocation 
standards  which  attempt   to  match  the  needs   of 
applicants  with  housing  units  available  with  refer- 
ence  to  the   condition  of  substitute  properties,    the 
price  and   the  location, 

5.  The  needs  and  desires   of  applicants   in  seeking  new 
location,    are  ascertained  by  distributing  the  Depart- 
ment's  information  form  for  relocation  advisory 
assistance. 

6.  Ttie  Department  inspects  all  available  housing  In  a 
given  project  area   to  assure  a  suitable   replacement 
Inventory. 

7.  After  receiving   the  information  forms   from  applicants, 
the  Department  processes  each  specific  request  for 
assistance. 
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(continued ) 

8.  Personal    interviews  are   conducted  when  required. 

9.  The  Department    of  Public  Works,    throu^    the  Relocation 
Advisory  Assistance  Program,    maintains    or  provides 

a  tenant  placement  service  in  which   there  are   recorded 
lists   of  untenanted   suitable  dwellings  available   to 
displaced  families, 
10»      The  Department  maintains    records   and    statistical 

data   to  measure    the  extent   of   the  relocation  progrfiun 
and    to   guide   future   improvements    of  program. 

11.  Ihe  Department  advises   displaced   persons    of  benefits 
they   are   entitled    to  under  the  Federal  Housing  Adminis- 
tration laws.    Section  221,    of   the  Housing  Act,    as 
amended    in  1961. 

12.  Department  has    compiled  a  list   of  building  movers; 

Ihe  Department   contacts   local   realtors,    of   the  various 
communities,    to  aid   displaced   persons  who  will    require 
relocation  advisory  assistance.      The   realtors  have, 
in  the  past,    cooperated   fully   in  our  efforts   of  ob- 
taining suitable    replacement  housing  for  these  persons. 

13.  ^e  State's  Relocation  Advisory  Assistance  Service 
main  office  is  located  at  100  Nashua  Street,  Boston; 
its  major  responsibility  is  the  providing  of  reloca- 
tion assistance  to  displaced  persons  on  a  State-wide 
basis;  a  subsidiary  office  is  established  for  each 
project  where  there  are  25  or  more  eligible  families 
to  be   relocated;    on  projects   where   there  will  be

(continued)   fewer  than  25  families   to  be   relocated,    relo- 
cation service  is   rendered  by  individual   contacts  with 
the  eligible  persons  by   representatives  from  the  central 
or  other  relocation  assistance   offices;   listings   of 
properties  for  sale,    available   rental  properties,    pub- 
lic housing  projects   and  any   other  available   replacement 
housing  are  maintained;    the  Department  furnishes   to 
displaced  persons   the  addresses   of   other  agencies   opera- 
ting in  the  general  field   of  endeavor,    such  as:

The  Department's  Relocation  Section  works   closely  with 
the  Federal  Housing  Authority,    real  estate  boards, 
multiple  listing  services,    builders,    local  public 
housing  authorities,    and   others   in  obtaining  informa- 
tion concerning  available  housing  that  Is   suitable  in 
condition,   price  and/or  rental   range  for  the   relocation 
of  eligible  persons. 
l5»      ^e  Department  now  requires   that  advance  socio-economic 
studies  be  made   in  those  urban  areas  vdiere  a  heavy 
concentration  of  relocatees  are  anticipated. 
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"ROXBURY   RELOCATION  PROBLEMS" 

!Ihis   report  has  been  developed  for   the  purpose   of 
studying  the   Impact  of   the  Inner  Belt  upon  the  Roxbury  area. 
It  Is   felt   that  such  a  study   is  mandatory   in  order  to  procure 
the  data  needed   to  develop  both  staffing  and   programming  ade- 
quate  to  assist  the  affected  families  and  businesses   In  their 
relocation  needs. 

Roxbury  Is  located  south  of  Dovmtoi«i  Boston  and  the 
South  end.  Its  area  covers  about  two  and  one  quarter  square 
miles. 

Roxbury   Is  an   older,   densely  developed  urban  area, 
with  many  of  the   characteristic  problems   of  such  an  area; 
indiscriminately  mixed  land  uses.    Insufficient  recreation 
facilities,    and   sub-standard  housing. 

Over  81,000  people   resided   In  Roxbury   In  I960,    this 
figure  represents   a  decrease  of  over  2S  per  cent  between  1950 
and  i960.     However,    during  this   same  period,    there  was  an  In- 
crease  In  the  number  and  proportion  of  Negroes  moving  Into 
the  area.      It   can  be  estimated  from  school   records,    police 
listings,    and    the  1950  and   I960  U.   S.    Census;    that  20,14-21 
Negroes  moved   Into  this  area,    or  32,3^  Increase. 

Roxbury  was  annexed   within  the  present  limits   of   tiie 
City  of  Boston  on  January  6,    I868,    by  St.   186? ,    C.359  and 
accepted   September  9,    I867.      Roxbury  received   Its  name  by 
order  of   the   Court   of  Assistants,   October  8,    I630.      It  was 
Incorporated  as   a  City,    March  12,    l8ij.6,    C.95,    accepted 
March  2$,   I8I4.6. 
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(continued)    The   greatest   challenge   that   the  Department   of 
Public  Works  will  face   in   the  near  future  will  be   the  reloca- 
ting of   the  families   displaced  by   the   Inner  Belt  and    the 
Southwest  Expressway  and    the   ramp   connections    thereto   In   the 
Roxbury  section  of  the  City  of  Boston.     To  add   to   this   great 
problem,    the  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority  is   presently 
working  on  the  Washington  Park  Project  which  covers  L|.72  acres. 
This  project  was  scheduled   to   be  Boston's  first  major  effort 
at  rehabilitation  and   conservation  under  the  provisions   of 
the  U.S. Housing  Act  of  19i+9  as  amended.      The  Boston  Redevelop- 
ment Authority   expected   to  dislodge  1,689  families   in   this 
project  of  which  1200  families   are  Negro. 

1?ecently   real   estate   sales  in   this   area,    and  north  of 
the  New  Haven  Railroad  main  line  have  been  influenced  by   the 
activities   of  the  Greek  Orthodox  Church,   Wentworth  Institute 
and  Northeastern  University  in  acquiring  land    for  purposes   of 
future  expansion. 

Northeastern  has  purchased   land   on  Columbus  Avenue, 
dwellings   and    other  properties   as    they  become  available.      The 
area  purchased  by  Northeastern  from  the  United   Realty  Company, 
covered   the  entire  block  between  Ruggles,    Forsyth,    Greenleaf, 
and  Leon  Streets,    as  well   as   considerable  land  between  Leon 
and    Tavern  Road. 

Personable   observation  discloses   most   of  this   section 
is  made  up   of  sub-standard  housing.      There  is   a  prosperous  area 
south  of  Townsend  Street.      In  general,    the   area  is   a  poor  one 
and    residential  and   family  displacement  will  be  difficult  be- 
cause these  families   will  not  be   able    to  find  new  housing 
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(continued)    accommodations   adjacent   to   the  project  area  at 

the   rents    they  can   afford. 

Ihe  following  social  statistics    can  be  helpful  for 
relocation  purposes   and    the  study  will  be   presented    in   two 
parts. 

Bie  FIRST  being  a  socio-economic    study   of   the  entire 
Roxbury  District  and   then  a  study  of   tracts   involved   In   the 
proposed    takings   for  the   ramp   connections    of   the   Inner  Belt 
and   Southwest  Expressway, 

Ihe  SECOND  part   of   the   study   concerns    Itself  with 
the  listing,    street  by  street,    of  owners   and    tenants  who  will 
be  affected  by   the   taking,    school   census,    recreation  areas, 
police  divisions   and  welfare    report.

PUBLIC   SCHOOL  DATA 

Public  School  enrollments  between  1950  and  I960  followed 
a  different  pattern  of   changes   from   that  of   the  /general  popu- 
lation of  Roxbury.      Ihe  percentage   decrease  was   only  10   per 
cent,    from  about  15,^00  pupils   in  1950   to  about  1L|.,000  in  I960. 
During  this   period,    elementary   enrollments    remained    static, 
while   the  1,550   loss    occurred    in   the   secondary   grades,    par- 
ticularly  in  the  high   school   years.      This   sugf^ests    that  with 
the  decrease   in  total  population,    the  composition  of   the 
population  has    changed    to   families  with  more  and  younger 
children  and   for  families  more  likely   to  send   their  elementary 
school-age   children  to  public  school. 

It  is  expected   that  the   trend   of   the  past  ten  years   will 
be   reversed   so   that  public  school  enrollments  will  increase 
over  the  next  decade;    this   estimate   is  based    on  the  following 
assumptions    ...    that  a  large  in-migration  of  Negroes   Into 
this  section  of  Boston  will   continue  to   occur,    and    that  this 
population  characteristically  has  many   children  and   a  large 
proportion  of  adults   in  the   child   producing  age  groups. 

The  proposed   construction  of  an  interchange  for  the 
Southwest  Expressway   and    the  Inner  Belt  in   the   Roxbury  Dis- 
trict was  discussed   at  length  with  School   Committeeman, 
Joseph  Lee  and  with  Mr.    Louis  Digiacomo,      Mr.  Dlgiacomo  and 
Mr.   Lynch  gave  me  a  great  deal   of  data  relating  to  this  area. 
It  seems    that   the  Asa   Gray  School,    located   at  36  Weston  St., 
would  be  within  our  taking. 
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(continued)  This  school  was  built  in  I877,  containing  8 
classrooms,  2  1/2  stories  and  brick  exterior.   Its  8  class- 
rooms have  a  capacity  of  230  pupils. 

However,  due  to  a  fire  at  the  Sherwin,  its  capacity 
has  doubled;  safety  limitation  inherent  in  its  wood  frame 
construction,  along  with  other  deficiencies  of  design,  age 
disrepair  and  limited  capacity,  recommend  the  abandonment  of 
the  building.   This  school  has  a  student  body  comprised  of 
98^  Negroes.  Other  schools  which  will  be  affected  by  our 
takings  in  this  area  are  the  Hyde  School,  the  Timilty,  the 
Dillaway,  Dudley,  Bacon,  Dearborn  and  Palmer.   The  Palmer 
and  the  Dearborn  Schools  have  approximately  6$%  Negro  stu- 
dent body. 

The  majority  of  the  schools  in  this  area  are  located 
in  the  midst  of  structures  in  a  deteriorated  condition  and 
are  slated  for  abandonment  within  the  next  few  years.   Con- 
struction of  new  schools  in  this  area  is  essential. 

I  attempted  to  obtain  a  roster  of  all  the  school 
children  in  this  area  and  due  to  the  system  used,  such  a 
roster  was  not  available.

Attached  hereto  Is  the  1963  annual  report  of  the  Police  Depart- 
ment of  the  City  of  Boston. 
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AVAILABILITY  OF  HOUSING 

The  Roxbury  Section  of  the  City  of  Boston,  la  the  proposed 
location  for  the  ramp  connections  for  the  Southwest  Expressway  and 
the  Inner  Belt,  The  adjacent  areas  are  made  up  of  most  sub-standard 
housing.   The  families  displaced  by  our  highway  takings,  and  the 
Boston  Redevelopment  Authority  projects  cannot  find  new  housing 
accommodations  in  this  area  at  rents  they  can  afford. 

It  was  therefore  necessary  to  study  available  housing  data 
of  the  entire  City  of  Boston.   Available  facts  show  that  as  Bos- 
ton's growing  Negro  population  looks  for  space  to  live,  it  has 
reached  from  Roxbury,  where  Negroes  settled  after  World  War  II, 
into  parts  of  North  Dorchester  and  toward  Mattapan. 

According  to  Alan  Gartner  of  Boston's  Congress  of  Racial 
Equality,  and  others,  ownership  of  some  buildings  to  which  Negroes 
have  moved  is  retained  by  the  original  white  owner.  There  is  a 
fair  amount  of  cutting  up  of  these  dwellings  into  several  apart- 
ments; then  charging  quite  a  hefty  rent  -  equal  in  some  cases  to 
what  the  rent  for  the  original  un-split  apartment  was.   No  current 
figures  are  available,  but  the  I960  census  shows  that  in  Boston, 
rents  for  sub-standard  housing  for  whites  average  $$7   per  monthj 
sub-standard  for  non-whites  averaged  $65  -  a  ll].%   difference.   Low 
cost  housing  hasn't  been  able  to  keep  up  with  the  needs  of  the 
low  income  groups,  whatever  their  color. 

Unless  suburban  cities  and  towns  change  their  zoning  poli- 
cies to  make  presently  vacant  land  outside  the  city  available  for 
low  and  middle  income  housing,  the  time  required  for  eliminating 
sub-standard  housing  in  the  Metropolitan  area  will  be  extended 
and  continue  the  non-v;hlte  ghettoes  in  the  City  of  Boston. 
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AVAILABILITY  OF  HOUSING  (continued) 

There  are  approximately  19»000  rundown  apartments  In  that 
area,  radiating  out  from  the  central  business  up  to  the  proposed 
Inner  Belt  route  in  Roxbury,  which  should  be  renovated  for  better 
urban  living.   The  I960  census  shows  total  housing  units  in  Boston 
at  around  238,500,   The  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority  consider 
these  figures  usable,  finding  that  as  new  units  have  been  put  up, 
urban  renewal  has  demolished  others.   The  census  lists  61,000 
dwellings  as  owner  occupied  and  163,000  as  rented.   Vacant  dwellings 
for  rent  or  for  sale  number  about  9,000,  and  all  other,  5,i;00,   The 
census  also  lists  32,700  occupied  sub-standard  dwellings.   It  can 
be  stated  that  these  statistics  have  not  decreased.
